The fields were initially

The soil was prepared by 
mixing the existing sandy 
soil with additional top soil.

Greenway tested, managed 
the sprinkling schedule, fer- 
lilized and mowed, bringing 
the fields to a very high 
quality athletic turf, 

LaLonde coordinated the 
final touches on the fields 
by laying out and lining the 
fields. CASA purchased two 
new full-size movable goals 
for the travel team field. By 
having all movable goals, 
the fields can be rotated 
each season in order to min- 
imize bare spots in high 
pressure areas fike in front 
of the goals,

Last week in Romans 12:1 
we were told to present our
